ded in a horizontal direction and bent 
around each corner and steel bars 
are run through the cement 
w alls 
connecting 
the 
first 
and 
second 
floors. 
In that manner 
two 
are 
practically clamped together so that 
it would require a terrific force to 
shake them from their position. 
The 
two floors are additionally strength­ 
ened and tied by large rocks being 
imbedded a few inches apart in the 
top of the wall of the first story and 
extending into (lie wall of the second 
story. 
The building will be two 
stories 
high and will stand about thirty feet 
in the air. 
The second floor is held 
up by solid posts a foot square on a 
olid cement foundation at intervals 
over the first floor. The cement posts 
were used because they 
w'ere 
as 
cheap as wood and at the same time 
there is no danger of them rotting 
aw ay at the bottom, breaking off and 
endangering the lives of the workmen 
in the building. 
Thé main wing 
of 


the structure is east and west with 
wings projecting northward at either 
end. 
The whole w est wing will have 
a 
perfectly smooth cement 
floor and 
will be used for the oil room and the 


first coat. 
No floor will be built in 
the w est end of the main wing. 
All 
of the rest of the floors 
will be of 
wood. 
A fter the usual flooring has 
been put down then the whole floor 
space will be covered with 1 x/ \ inch 
maple. 
There will be an exception to 
this in the second floor of the w*est 
wing, where the machine room will be 


located, 
here a flooring of three-inch 
soft pine has already been laid and 
\ ^ 
the maple will he put on top of that. 
It is estim ated that there will be more 
than sixtythousand square feet of 
floor space in the building. 
All of the 
floors will be painted with fireproof 
paint so that they will he as near in­ 
flammable as possible.
